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Council Sets Fines tor Handbills 
Approves Police Substation at Mall

The Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil, faced with a long agenda, 
‘got off to a late start due to 
an earlier meeting with U.S. 
Senator Paul Sarbanes and 
Congressman Steny Hoyer. 
Further delayed by a public 
hearing on _ building bike 
lanes on Crescent Rd. (repor- 
ted separately), council did 
not finish its regular meeting 
until well after midnight. 


During the meeting, the coun- 
cil approved an agreement with 
Beltway Plaza for establishing 
a police substation at the shop- 
ping mall, enacted an ordinance 
providing a $400 fine for a per- 
son guilty of distributing hand- 
bills to a residence posted “No So- 
liciting”, officially established by 
resolution the Greenbelt Advis- 
ory Committee on Education and 
authorized work to proceed on 
redesign of Greenbrook Lake to 
meet state requirements. 

Handbill Ordinance 

The first legislative item ad- 
dressed by council was an ordin- 
ance to amend the City Code for 


the purpose of regulating distri- 
bution of handbills. Introduced 


cilmember Judith Davis, the or- 
dinance provides a $400 fine to 
those who leave handbills on pro- 
perty marked with “No Solicit- 
ing” signs or on vehicle windows. 
This ordinance does not apply to 
campaign flyers and newspapers 
which, according to City Solicitor 
Robert Manzi, are protected by 
precedents established in federal 
court cases. This irritated Frank 
Nix, manager of Domino’s Pizza 
at 151 Centerway. He expressed 
concern that his business will be 
hurt by this ordinance; however, 
he agreed that handbills should 
not be distributed where “No 
Soliciting” signs exist. Council- 
member Thomas White pointed 
out that this prohibition had ex- 
isted and that this amendment 
only creates a penalty for viola- 
tions, 


William Boston, of Boston and 
Gunther Distributors, also ex- 
pressed concern. He is in the 
business of distributing handbills 
for businesses such as Domino’s. 
Boston agreed that handbill dis- 
tribution should be regulated, 
but..was..concerned that. a minor-

Arthurdale, A Sister Community

Greenbelters have long 
known about their sister ci- 
ties, Greendale, Wisconsin, 
near Milwaukee, and Green- 
hills, Ohio, near Cincinnati. 
But, it was a surprise for 
many of us to learn that 
there were 180 other similar 
but smaller, communities 
built throughout the United 
States in the 1930s. 


In an effort to solve the eco- 
nomic problems of rural com- 
munities in the Great Depres- 
sion, the U.S. Department of In- 
terior’s Subsistence Homesteads 
Division built “homestead or 
farmstead” communities in every 
_region of the country. Homestead 
communities emerged from the 
ideas of agrarian reformers who 
had a “back to the land” ap- 
proach to combatting the social 
and economic ills brought about 
by the Great Depression. The 
greenbelt towns were largely the 
idea of visionaries such as Rex- 
ford Tugwell, head of the Re- 
settlement Administration, whose 
planned garden city approach to 
community building was wrap- 
ped around a more _ industrial 
economy and a_ suburban _life- 
style. 

As an economic experiment, 
none of the new communities 
was successful, according to his- 
torian Dr. Paul Conkin, of Van- 
derbilt University, who spoke at 
the conference, “A New Deal for 
America” sponsored by Arthur- 





dale Heritage, Inc., July 21-23. 
Conference organizers brought 


together New Deal scholars’ and 


people representing New Deal 
communities from across’ the 
country. Greenbelt was repre- 
sented by Friends of the Green- 
belt Museum board president, 
Lee Shields; vice president Sand- 
ra Lange; board member Mary 
Linstrom; and curator Ann 
Denkler. 


—. The theme of the conference 


was “The Dream Lives On.” The 
point many people came away 
with is that, w 
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Greenbriar had complained to 
her that they were not receiving 
enough handbills. The ordinance 
was passed unanimously. 


Police Substation 


Council unanimously approved 
an agreement between the City 
and Beltway Plaza which pro- 
vides for a Greenbelt Police Sub- 
station at Beltway Plaza. Under 
the agreement, Beltway Plaza 
will provide, free of charge, the 
space and utilities for the sub- 
station; and pay half the cost 
of furnishing it and half the 
cost of a police officer. 


Greenbrook Lake 


City Planner Celia Wilson re- 
ported that the city has received 
authorization to proceed with 
the redesign of Greenbrook Lake 
to fit within the state-approved 
restrictions. The state, she said, 
will allow a 1.8 acre lake with 
no greater than 5 thousand 
square feet of wetland disturb- 
ance. Manzi advised that the 
state is not prepared to approve 
any other plan. 

The .county will reimburse the 


_ city up to $570,000 for the Green- 
brook Lake project, according to 


Wilson, subject to the Memor- 
andum of Understanding (MOU)

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Murder Suspect Jailed Again 


After Second Bond Hearing 


One of the suspects charged with the murder of a 13- 
year-old Greenbelt boy last May was reincarcerated August 
16 after a bond hearing in Circuit Court in Upper Marlboro. 

Jarreau Newton, 16, of New Carrollton, had been re- 
leased on personal recognizance after a bond hearing last 
June 22 in the District Court, a lower court to the Circuit 


Court. 


The terms of that supervised pretrial release re- 


quired him to remain at home while wearing an electronic 


monitoring device. 


Newton had been charged as 
an adult with first degree murd- 
er, use of a handgun, and re- 
lated charges in the shooting in- 
cident. Police have alleged that 
Newton fired the shot that killed 
Carlton F. “C.J.” Brown II on a 
grassy slope at Hanover Park- 
way and Mandan Road in Green- 
belt East on May 13. 

News of his release had caus- 
ed controversy, including a let- 
ter of protest on August 12 from 
the Greenbelt City Council to 
the chief judge of the District 
Court of Maryland. (See “Open 
Letter’) 

Although the State’s Attorn- 


ey’s office asked that Newton 


be held without bond, as he had 
been from the time of his arrest 
minutes. after the. shooting until 


the June 22 bond hearing, Cir- — 
cuit Court Judge Steven T. Platt 


set a $25,000 property bond. 
Newton could be released again 
if the required bond is posted. 

Prosecutor Sheila F. Robinson, 
who filed the motion to revoke 
Newton’s pretrial release in Cir- 
euit Court, said through Julie 
Huntington, a spokesperson for 
the State’s Attorney’s Office, 
that the city’s letter played no 
role in the hearing and that 
Robinson had not seen a copy. 
However, the motion goes over 
much the same ground. 

Robinson argued for revoca- 
tion of bond on both procedural 
and substantive grounds. 

She contended that the Dist- 
rict Court had been divested of 
jurisdiction at the time of the 
previous bond hearing because 
Newton had already been indict- 
ed by a grand jury on June 17. 

Robinson also asserted in the 
motion that Newton was “a 
clear and present threat to the 
public safety.“ The motion said 
that Newton is a member of 
“85th Avenue,” a New Carroll- 
ton group referred to by police 
as a “crew.” According to the 
motion, it is one of the two rival 
groups of youths whose dispute 
allegedly resulted in the murder 
of Brown, an innocent bystander. 
It said, moreover, that a witness 
in the case had been beaten by a 
member of the New Carrollton 
group. 

Letter from Council 

The council’s letter, which was 
signed by all five members, calls 
Newton’s release “unconsion- 
able” and says it had been grant- 
ed by District Court Judge 
Sherrie Krauser although a bond 
hearing had already been sched- 
uled in The Circuit Court. Furth- 
er the Assistant State’s Attorn- 
ey assigned the case in the Cir- 
cuit Court “was never contact- 
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ed” and the prosecutor present- 
ing the case’ in District Court 
had no knowledge of the facts 
surrounding the murder and did 
not have the file.” 

The letter also characterizes 
the release as “deeply disconcert- 
ing to the family and friends of 
C. J. Brown . .. Something is 
basically wrong with a judicial 
system which frees a person 
accused of murder with a hand- 
gun while others charged with 
less serious crimes remain inear- 
cerated.” It concludes by saying 
the. Mayor and City Council. will 
“do everything possible to have 
Mr. Newton returned to jail.” 

Mayor Antoinette Bram said 
that the council was also con- 
cerned that Brown’s_ parents 
“weren’t informed until the press 
notified them” of the release. 
“We are distraught ... we un- 
derstand how they must feel 
about it,” said Bram.

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A Chilling Effect 


The recent proposal by Mayor Antoinette Bram to place 
more controls on the dissemination of crime news, coupled 
with significantly abbreviated police reports subsequent to 
the council meeting at which the proposal was made, has 
had a chilling effect upon those of us who are trying to keep 
Greenbelt citizens informed about what is happening in our 
community. 


Both Mayor Bram and City Manag erDaniel Hobbs, who 
is now to pre-screen all police news information, have as- 
sured us that it is not their intent to withhold crime news 
from the press or Greenbelt citizens. However, we fear that 
the results of the discussion of the Mayor’s proposal will 
be for police officers to be more reluctant to release crime 
information. 


While we recognize that fear of crime, and not just 
crime itself, can be a factor in a communitiy’s deterioration, 
citizens need to be fully informed so they can take steps 
for their own protection. 


The mayor and council should quickly make clear that 
the police department is to provide full and prompt report- 
ing of significant crimes. The police must know that keeping 
citizens informed about crime occurrences is not only ap- 
propriate, but an essential duty and responsibility in a 
democratic society. | 


Positive Action 


We commend the efforts of the Greenbelt Police, under 
the leadership of Chief James Craze, and the City Council 
in trying new approaches to combating crime. The new 
ideas may or may not work. We support their efforts in 
giving them a try. 


Working with the Board of Education and Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School, the Council has budgeted funds for 
a full time officer at the high school. It is hoped that 
having such a person will not only deter crime and provide 
a greater sense of security for the students and faculty, 
but will enable our police to develop a good rapport with the 
students. Juveniles and young adults commit a high per- 
centage of all crime. 


The second new effort will put a police substation and 
one additional officer at the Beltway Plaza Mall, with the 
mall owners paying half the cost and providing free space. 
Crime occurrences are high at the mall, primarily because 
more people go there than anywhere else in Greenbelt. A- 
gain it is hoped that a police presence will offer shoppers, 
store owners and workers a greater sense of security and 
deter crime. 


Kudos to all those involved in bringing about these 
two new crime fighting programs. 





Pave Shoulders 


Twenty years ago, a bike path 
along Crescent Road was added 
to local and regional planning 
maps. The plan envisioned a sep- 
arate 8-10’ wide path. Similar 
paths had _ been’ constructed 
along Beach Drive, Sligo Creek 
Parkway and MacArthur Boule- 
vard during the early 1970’s. 


Fortunately, the Greenbelt City 
Council never provided funding 
for the Crescent Road bike path. 
Separate bike paths create more 
problems than they solve. The 
generally accepted standards for 
bicycle facilities now recommend 
smooth paved shoulders or bike 
lanes in the roadway. 


A logical time to have paved 
the shoulders on Crescent would 
have been before the Greenbelt 
Metro Station opened. Most 
Greenbelt residents who com- 
mute to the Metro Station use 
Crescent Road. Most potential 
bicycle commuters are uncom-

Open Letter

Dear Judge Sweeney: 

The undersigned Mayor and 
City Council for Greenbelt, Mary- 
land are writing to vigorously 
complain about a recent decision 
of Judge Sherrie Krauser releas- 
ing Jarreau Newton on his per- 
sonal recognizance under the pre- 
trial release program (home de- 
tention). Mr. Newton is charg- 
ed (as an adult) with the cold 
blooded murder of 13 year old 
C. J. Brown, a resident of Green- 
belt. Mr. Newton is the alleged 
“shooter” in this incident. 

Apparently this was somehow 
handled by Judge Krauser in 
District Court while a bond hear- 
ing had already been scheduled in 
the Circuit Court. Further, the 
Assistant State’s Attorney assign- 
ed the case (CT 940787A) in 
Circuit Court was never contact- 
ed concerning any hearing before 
the District Court and the Assis- 
tant State’s Attorney present be- 
fore the District Court had no 
knowledge of the facts sur- 
rounding the alleged murder and 
did not have the file. Despite 
this, Judge Krauser granted pre- 
trial release. 

The action by Judge Krauser 
in this matter is  uncons- 
cionable. To release some- 
one accused of murder with a 
handgun and return him to the 
community poses a great threat 
to the community as a whole and 
witnesses to the crime who reside 
in the community. The case con- 
tains allegations of gang action 
and that Mr. Newton is a gang 
member. Further, there are alle- 
gations that Mr. Newton’s gang

is intimidating witnesses. Releas- 
ing him back into the community 
allows the gang to be together 
and continue such strategy. 
Further, it ig deeply disconcert- 
ing ‘to the family and friends of 
C, J. Brown that this person has 
been allowed to be returned to the 
community. Something is basical- 
ly wrong with a judicial system 
which frees a person accused of 
murder with a handgun while 
others charged with less serious 
crimes remain incarcerated. 
The citizens of the City of 
Greenbelt are deeply and pro- 
foundly outraged by the action of 
Judge Krauser and the manipu- 
lation of the judicial system. 
The undersigned Mayor and City 
Council for Greenbelt vow to do 
everything possible to have Mr. 
Newton returned to jail and to 
take any and all steps necessary 
to assure that those charged with 
heinous: crimes such as this are 
not released from incarceration 
because of flaws in the judicial

Is this an example 
of it? Hiding information from 
us? I certainly hope not.

Mayor Bram’s concern for her 
city’s reputation is commendable. 
Her wish to avoid bad publicity 
for one of her city’s largest 
sources of property tax revenue 
(Beltway Plaza) is also under- 
standable. But she has overreac- 
ted in wishing to suppress infor- 
mation — excuse me, to exercise 
control over the manner of release 
of information — about crime in 
Greenbelt (News Review, August 
11), and in doing so she is steam- 
ing full speed ahead toward the 
shoals of First Amendment viola- 
tion. 

Not reporting crime wil] not 
make crime go away. It will not 
make Greenbelt any safer. The 
citizens have a need and a right 
to know what goes on in their 
community (and not just what 
City Hall thinks they ought to 
know — that’s paternalistic). It 
is far better to learn from the 
press than from rumor. The 
News Review’s “Police Blotter” 
column is one feature of the pa- 
per that I read without fail. and 
sometimes what I read there has 
been reassuring rather than 
frightening. 2 

If the Mayor is concerned that 
reading, hearing, and talking a- 
bout crime may scare people away 
from Greenbelt, does she think we 
ought to restrict or prohibit ac- 
tivities such as the Springhill 


Lake Good Neighbor Watch> 
Group, which on August 10 spon. 


sored a lecture by Greenbelt Po- 
lice on personal safety, thefts, and 
burglaries? Should the Green- 
belt Police not have their usual 
booth at the Labor Day Festival 
this year? Their tips on safety 
and their displays of weapons 
seized within the city limits might 
lower the citizens’ level of com- 
fort? Do McGruff’s admonitions 
give little children nightmares? 
Maybe better to leave his cos- 
tume hanging in the closet this 
year, 


Greenbelt is not an oasis of 
peace and safety in a maelstrom 
of danger. It is not the Shangri- 
La that Greenbelt pioneers like 
to reminisce about. Greenbelt is 
part of a major metropolitan ar- 
ea. We must accept the fact 
that yes. there is crime in Green- 
belt, and some of it is very ser- 
ious. That does not mean that 
we need to panic. 

When Greenbelt Police first re- 
leased news about the July 14 
“abduction” from Beltway Plaza, 
they believed it had actually hap- 
pened: they took seriously the citi- 
zen who complained of being vic- 
timized. To censure them for re- 
porting as true something that, 
at the time, they had no reason to 
think was not true is to impugn 
their professionalism. When the 
police learned that that “abduc- 
tion” was a hoax, did they not 
inform the public promptly? 

Sarcastic remarks to the effect 
that relations between Greenbelt 
Police and the media are “too 


good” are inappropriate and un-. 


becoming to someone of the May- 
or’s station. It is also inappro- 
priate and insultingly elitist to 
imply that people who rent hous- 
ing rather than buy it are unde. 
sirable. People who rent are 
not all part of the crimina] ele- 
ment. They’re not all transjents, 
either. Probably the same pro- 
portion of them as of homeowners 
are decent. upstanding, law-abid- 
ing good citizens who simply can- 
not afford to buy a house or a co- 
op unit or who have other rea- 
sons for preferring to rent. 

If Mayor Bram wishes to help 
the City maintain a deserved 
good reputation she would do bet. 
ter to address the causes of crime 
here, and preventive measures, 
than to ask that City Hall de- 
cides what news the citizens 
should have, and what news we 
are not big enough girls and boys 
to hear.

I take strong exception to the 
views about crime reporting at- 
tributed to the Mayor in your 
issue of August 11. 


I, my family and our friends 
want to know everything about 
crime that does occur in our com- 
munity as soon as it occurs. This 
is a matter of personal safety as 
well as the public’s “right to 
know.” It is better to know there 
is a serious, albeit hopefully tem- 
porary. crime problem (such as 
the abduction of women) so all 
can take precautions rather than 
have a delay in reporting and 
have another such violent crime 
(or a worse one) take place be- 
cause we were not aware of the 
crimes. 

With all due respect to the 
News Review and its staff who 
do an excellent job, you are not a 
daily news source like: the Wash- 
ington Post, the Washington 
Times, WTOP and WRC. They 
are able to get the news and 
the facts out on a daily basis by 


which we can immediately hear 
the good and bad going on in our 
locales and make informed deci- 
sions about our activities. You 
should also not be expected to be 
the sole source of Greenbelt 
news. 

The issues should not be: whe- 
ther the Police Department is 
too forthcoming with information, 
the city’s image of whether bad 
news like the two recent abduc- 
tions make people want to move. 
It especially should not be the 
city council’s being faformed of 
or having more knowledge about, 
the occurence of crimes before 
the citizens are informed! Ra- 
ther the issue is one of our right 
to know what is going on in our 
community when something hap- 
pens as it occurs. I expect our 
elected officials and local govern- 
ment to give us the news and 
facts behind it. without any 
“spin” or bureaucratic worry a- 
bout what we will do with that 
news. 

I hope our elected officials and 
city manager (who will now be 
reviewing police dept, press re- 
leases prior to release) do not 
view the citizens of Greenbelt as 
sheep whom they must shepherd 
from news they feel we are not 
able to properly handle and assess 
for ourselves.

If they 
happen to release information to 
the media that was erroneously 
reported — they can always 
print a retraction. At least that’s 
better than saying to the press, 
“I can’t talk to you now, I have 
to clear it with the Mayor.”

Ware Carstaldé Dies 


by James Giese 

At one time Marie Castaldi was one of the best known 
and most poupular residents of Greenbelt. As telephone 
receptionist for the maintenance department for Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., the housing cooperative she and her husband 
helped to organize, she kept in constant contact with the 
co-op’s resident families. Political observers believe that it 
was her friendship with so many Greenbelters that enabled 
her son, Richard, to first be elected to the Greenbelt City 


Council. 

Born in New York City in 1912 
to Nicholas and Lillian Tita, 
Marie married Edward Castaldi 
in April, 1936. On their honey- 
moon, they toured Washington. 
After touring the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing, Ed asked 
her if she would like to live in 
the Washington area and have 
him work at the Bureau. “I

never thought it could happen, 
but it sounded like a good idea,” 
she later recounted to Dorothy 
Lauber who assembled a collec- 
tion of recollections of early resi- 
dents. Castaldi made inquiries at 
the Bureau while there and sub- 
sequently got a job as s pressman. 
Their first child, Al Edward was 
born while they lived in Wash-

ington. 

One day they visited friends 
newly moved into Greenbelt. “The 
town seemed to be all mud that 
day, but it looked promising, and 
we put in our application, just 
in case,” she told Lauber. Their 
application was eventually accep- 
ted and the small family moved 
into an apartment across from 
Center School in November, 1939. 

In Greenbelt, the size of the 
family dictated the size home. 
When Al became older and need- 
ed a separate bedroom, the family 
was told that they would have to 
move into a two bedroom home. 
However, Mrs. Castaldi requested 
a delay because she thought she 
was pregnant. If the next child 
were a daughter, a three bedroom 
home would be required. Li!'lian 
was their next child, and in 1940 
the Castaldi’s moved to 11-V 
Ridge where they remained un- 
til they retired to Florida. Two 
other children, Richard and Ar- 
thur were born after that. 

Mrs. Castaldi worked for a few 
years for the War Production 
Board before and during World 
War II but left employment to 
take care of her growing family. 
In February, 1953, she agreed to 
go back to work as a staffmem- 
ber of the new housing co-op, 
Greenbelt Veterans Housing, Inc. 
(now Greenbelt Homes, Inc., GHI) 
that purchased most of the orig- 
inal and defense housing from the 
Federal government. She retired 
in 1974, Later, she and her hus- 
band moved to Boca Raton, Flor- 
ida, but returned to Greenbelt 
often to visit family and friends. 

Mrs. Castaldi was active in St. 
Hugh’s Church and School amd 
in civic affairs. She served as 
Prefect of the St. Hugh's Sodal- 
ity, was active in the Altar So- 
ciety and was president of the 
Greenbelt Woman’s Club, Later, 


in Florida, she was an officer of 
the Sandalfoot Elkettes. 

Mrs. Castaldi is survived by her 
husband Edward J. who resides 
in Boca Raton; her children Al- 
fonse Edward of Arcata Califor. 
fornia, Lillian Bresnahan of Gol- 
den, Colorado, County Council- 
man Richard J. of Greenbeit. and 
Arthur of Kailua, Hawaii; her 
eight grandchildren and one great 
grandchild, her two sisters, Jen- 
ny Scarpinato and Frances Strom 
of New York and one brother 
Carl Tita of Boynton Beach, Flor- 
ida. 

The funeral service will be 
held at St. Hugh’s Church on 
Friday, August 19, at 10:15 a.m., 
followed by a graveside service at 
Greenbelt Cemetery on Ivy Lane. 
Friends and family are invited to 
return to Grenoble Hall for light 
refreshments.

beyond what the state has ap- 
proved. 

Councilmember Roberts ques- 
tioned the worth of such an an- 
alysis.

state has allowed. Manzi stated

In order that work proceed on 
Greenbrook Lake council unani- 
mously authorized the Mayor to 
sign the MOU. In another mo- 
tion, with Roberts voting a- 
gainst,, Council approved per- 
forming the alternative «analy- 
sis study to increase the size of 
the lake. 

Committee on Education 

A resolution to establish a 
Greenbelt Adivsory Committee 
on Education was introduced by 
councilmember Edward Putens 
at the May 9 meeting. A work 
session was held by council on 
June 1 in order to review a draft 
charter for the committee. Cop- 
ies of the resolution and charter 
were sent to the principals of 
all schools attended by -Green- 
belt students, except magnet 
schools, for review and comment. 
Council voted unanimously to 
adopt the charter which estab- 
lishes the Advisory Committee 
on Education. 


Parking Meters 

Councilmember White intro- 
duced an ordinance allowing for 
the installation and regulation 
of parking meters, assuring 
those present that there are no 
plans under consideration § re- 
garding the installation of met- 
ers. The purpose of the ordin- 
ance, according to City Solicitor 
Robert Manzi, is to empower 
Greenbelt Police with the ability 
to enforce the Metro parking 
meters. He said that the city 
will be paid to enforce these 
meters. Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts questioned why installa- 
tion was included in the ordin- 
ance, when enforcement was the 
only concern. Manzi explained 
that he simply used a form ord- 
inance, but assured council that 
the city could not install meters 
without council’s approval. 

Councilmember Roberts intro- 
duced a charter amendment res- 
olution regarding campaign 
financial reports. The amend- 
ment would require certification 
of residence within the City Lim- 
its of Greenbelt. Failure to file 
reports on time would give the 
City’s Board of Elections the 
authority to remove a candi- 
date’s name from the ballot.

signatures supporting the crea- 
tion of a dog park in Greenbelt. 
A dog park would be an area 
where dogs could run free of a 
leash and socialize with other 
dogs, which are very important 
to a dog’s health. White describ- 
ed a suitable dog park as being 

acr¢ filed With good 
drainage ‘and surrounded by a 
six foot fence. She said there are 
40 such dog parks in the count- 
ry, including some in the city of 
Alexandria. She had met with 
City Planner Celia Wilson in 
order to identify areas in Green- 
belt where such a park could be 
established. One ideal location, 
said White, was Windsor Field, 
where a soccer and baseball field 
presently exist. Another location 


identified was off of Hanover 
Parkway along side Hanover 
Road. 

Mayor Antoinette Bram _ ex- 
pressed concern over. disease 
transmittal between dogs and 
liability issues... She cautioned 


that much research and a public 
hearing would have to take place 
before the city would establish a 
dog park. White, the president 
of the Greenbelt Dog Park Asso- 
ciation, mentioned that disease 
transmittal was not brought up 
as a problem in conversations 
she had with users of dog parks; 
however, she wants Greenbelt to 
take the time necessary to build 
a dog park that will succeed. 

City Manager Daniel Hobbs 
presented to council a Channel 7 
news segment about Greenbelt 
Police Officer Michael Lanier and 
Gus. Gus is a narcotics detection 
dog that helps Lanier enforce 
drug laws. Hobbs said that this 
was positive news coverage for 
Greenbelt that projected the kind 
of community Greenbelt is. 

Other Items 

The Board of Directors of 
Hunting Ridge requested per- 
mission from the city to build 
a 23 space parking lot on city 
property. The Advisory Planning 
Board approved the plan, subject 
to conditions that additional 
landscaping be provided. Coun- 
cil decided to discuss this issue, 
in a work session with Hunting 
Ridge, before taking a position. 

Council unanimously author- 
izéd the execution of an amend- 
ment to a Memorandum of Un- 
derstanding between Greenbelt 
and the county that provides 
$500,000 from the county for the

“Alice” Is Wonderful: Enjoy

“Alice in Wonderland!” What memories the title 
evokes of time spent reading, imagining, day-dreaming 
about these strange, often mad, characters: the White Rab- 
bit, Mad Hatter, March Hare, Dormouse, Tweedie Dee and 
Tweedle Dum, Cheshire Cat, Caterpillar and so many, many 
more!

Yet so well does the Greenbelt 
Arts Center (GAC) troupe portray these creatures that we 
are not disappointed. Familiarity and innovation blend

A really great production it is 
for children and all those adults 
who still retain a bit of their 
childhood intact.

They all behave in a profession- 
al manner. Some play several 
parts each (as do some adults). 
Isaac Linder as the Knave of 
Hearts makes us see without 
actually telling us what really 
happened to those tarts the 


Queen of Hearts made. He was 


quite a mouse, too. Court jester 
Cara Snyder and Lauren Wilc-

A few poems and musical 
numbers add to our enjoyment

six school buildings, the Arthur- 
dale Inn, a forge, a community 
center, a cooperative store, sev- 
eral farm buildings at the com- 
munity farm, and three factory 
buildings. All would provide new 
opportunities for homesteaders 
and their children. Unemployed 
miners from nearby Scotts Run 
were selected to become the first 
residents. Blacks and the foreign 
born were excluded. 


Arthurdale was designed as a 
model on how subsistence farm- 


ing could help unemployed 
people through hard economic 
times. Conference historians 


pointed to several reasons for 
the economic failure of Arthur- 
dale and similar communities. 

Farmers wanted to sell their 
products to buy more consumer 
goods. The two to five acres of 
land the government provided 
was not big enough to permit 
them to market their products. 
Many abandonded farming to 
seek full-time employment else- 
where. 

While a number of entrepren- 
- eurs wanted to come to Arthur- 
dale, proposing businesses such 
as the manufacture of air condi- 
tioned clothing and guns “to 
make America a country of 
shooters”, most businesses did 
not want to relocate to remote 
rural areas. 

The federal government was 
never able to get a factory to 
operate successfully in Arthur- 
dale for more than one year at 
a time. A post office factory, a 
vacuum cleaner factory, a shirt 
factory were all tried—and all 
failed. A cooperative furniture 
factory was also unsuccessful. 
Although the furniture was built 
by skilled craftsmen, it was too 
expensive for people during the 
Depression era. 


Roosevelt Visits 

Eleanor Roosevelt took a per- 
sonal interest in Arthurdale, vis- 
iting 20 or 30 times. In June 
1984, she drove herself by car to 
see the first houses erected. She 
was instrumental in fighting for 
electricity and indoor plumbing 
in a region which did not have 
these benefits. She influenced 
the health, education and social 
welfare of Arthurdale residents. 
She personally selected Elsie 
Clapp, a leader in progressive 
education, to head the school 
system. 

Many homesteaders took their 
problems with federal admini- 
strators directly to Mrs. Roose- 
velt. One resident, unhappy with 
the bureaucratic red tape, drove 
his bus directly to the White 
House seeking funds for repairs 
for his bus.

She often interceded on behalf 
of Arthurdale residents with 
FDR advisor Lewis Howell and 
Harold Ickes, Secretary of the 
Department of Interior, as well 
as FDR himself. She prefaced 


‘one note to Ickes with, “I hope 


you will not think me an inter- 
fering old hen, but .. .” and she 
went on to make her requests 
known. Proceeds from commer- 
cials run during her radio broad- 
casts were designated for pro- 
jects in Arthurdale. She visited 
every year to give the high 
school commencement speech. 
One aspect of her personal 
attention was that Arthurdale 
attracted a great deal of nation-

al publicity. Members of Con- 
gress complained about the so- 
cialistic, and, some _ thought, 
communistic, aspects of the 
town. Members of the press con- 
stantly scrutinized the successes 
and failures, judging whether 
the salvaged human lives were 
worth the dollars spent as cost 
overruns plagued the project. In 
addition, cooperatives, a _ hall- 
mark of the homestead program, 
continued to lose money and had 
to .be subsidized. “Steady em- 
ployment did come during World 
War II in war related industries, 
but by the end of the war many 
government officials wanted to 
liquidate the subsistence home- 
steads program,” one person 
commented. 
Government Sale 

As in Greenbelt, the govern- 
ment sold Arthurdale, the sale 
occurring in 1947. Residents 
purchased their own homes. The 
school buildings were turned 
over to the board of education, 
the farms were sold for $1 to 
West Virginia University, and 
the community buildings and the 
inn were sold to private individ- 
uals. 


Arthurdale today is a small, 
unincorporated community of 
about 1200. The original homes 
are well-maintained, and many 
are occupied by descendants of 
those first families. None are be- 
ing farmed. But, the pioneer 
spirit is alive and well. 

In 1984, Arthurdale celebrated 
its 50th anniversary and estab- 
lished a nonprofit group, Arthur- 
dale Heritage, Inc. (AHI), de- 


termined to preserve its history 
and the structures built by the

A Greenbelt Gardener

As the end of the summer sea_ 
son in the garden approaches it is 
a good idea to look around and 
learn from successes and failures 
in your and other’s gardens. 
Theselessons will help in the fu- 
ture. 


A fine example of wel] done 
flower gardens are the flower 
beds near_the municipal building 
Using only commonly available 
and hardy plants in simple com- 
binations, they provide an attrac- 
tive display that can be used as 
an example for any garden. 

The flower display near the 
fiag poles is particularly eyeeatch- 
‘ing. The large number of plants 
fills the space well providing good 
use of space. But 'the smal] num. 
ber of types of flowers gives an 
uncluttered and neat look so priz- 


ed by many gardeners. 

The star performers in ‘bloom 
now are the orangish zinnias, 
rose-pink vinea, and blue salvia 
farinacea To the side next to 
the building are blue salvia again 
and pink begonias, 

At the front of the building are 
pink impatiens and white hosta, 
and near the front walk are red 
nicotiana, blue lobelia, and pink 
impatiens again. They and the 
begonias are good flowers for the 
shady garden.

These flower beds show good 
use of seale and design. There are 
enough plants to seem to fill the 
space without having too many 
varieties and looking cluttered. 
Home gardeners especially 
those with small yards, can use 
far fewer plants and get a good
